MRS. DOLAN FURNISHES SOME Q U ITE 
IM P O R T AN T EVIDENCE. 


She K elnteg a C onversation B etw een G eers 
and H « r liUHlmnd W hich T ends to H u rt 
th e C ase of th e 1‘rlson er—S unnnary 
of th e T estim ony iSiven To-day. 


In the H am ilton case y esterday after­ 
noon Mrs. liest took the witness Btand and con­ 
tradicted Mr*. McMilan’s Htatements reearding 
the w hereabouts of Geers the evening before 
the wreck. 
Wnen the court opened at 9 :15 th is m orning 
Anderson Btur« eon was exam ined by the state. 
Mr. Sturaeon e&ld th a t on the Friday night be­ 
fore the wrcck Lloyd and Leary procured a 
boat at his boat house and rowed across the 
Kaw river, rem aining some tim e. Sturgeon said 
he was attracted by th e conversation of the men 
but the court would not allow the w itness to 
state w hat the conversation was. 
Mrs. Eugene W hitney w'as called. 
She sa id : 
"I was living at F ourteenth and W yoming 
streets, Kansas City, Mo., when the wreck oc­ 
curred. 
I know Mrs. John Dolan 
and 
her 
husband. 
Tncy 
lived 
about 
five 
blocks 
from 
my 
house. 
The 
night 
before 
the 
wreck 
we 
visited 
the 
house 
of 
Mrs, Dolan and my husband and Dolan w ent out 
to some place of am usem ent. 
My husband re­ 
turned about 12 o'clock and we then went home. 
I heard of the wreck at the breakfast table. I 
do not know M ite Leary, I know R obert Geers, 
and had seen him at Mrs, Dolan’s about 11 ;30 
the m orning of the Sunday before 
the wreck. 
He left the houte laio in th e evening. I did not 
see anything more of him th a t 
night. Mike 
Leary was not at Mrs. 
Dolan’s bowse 
th at 
night. I had several conversatioiiB with Dolau 
at his house regarding the wreck. I have had a 
conversation w ith Dolan about the testim ony 
th at he gave on vhe form er trial. I have seen John 
Leary at the house of Mrs. Dolan this summer. 
I remember the Independence wreck. I saw Mr. 
Geers after the wreck several tim es. 
I don’t 
rem em ber how m any tim es.” 
Cross-examined 
she said she gave 
a w ritten 
statem ent to 
Thomas Furlong 
at 
St. 
Louis 
In 
July 
last. "Mrs. Dolan and three children went with 
mo.” she said. 
I have been stopjjing at the 
Blossom house since I returned to Kansas City. 
1 io not know who pays my expenses.” 
“Have there detective even offered any in ­ 
ducem ents or drilled you regarding your te sti­ 
mony?” asked Marshall McDonald. 
“No, sir, they aave not." 
Mrs. Margjirot Dolan was called. 
She said: 
“In April, 
1 was living at the rear of 1319 
St. Louis avenue, I w ent to St. Louis w ith Mrs. 
W hitney. W hea I arrived at St. Louis 1 mot 
Mr. 
Furiong and was 
taken to a board­ 
ing 
house; 
know 
Geers 
and 
his 
wife. 
I do not know Feeney. Heard of the wreck and 
the day of the w'eek th a t it occurred. In the 
evening before the w'reck Mr. Dolan and Mr. 
W hitney w’en t to the theater together. My hus­ 
band did not leave the house again th a t night. 
“Some tim e after the arrest the boys at the jail 
sent for my husband, but he v^as not home. I 
w ent over after Mrs. Geers and wo went to the 
jail together." 
“Werrt you introduced to Mike Leary?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Did Mrs. Geers when she Introduced j'ou say 
‘Thit is Mr. Leary, Mrs. Dolan; look at him 
well, for this is the man th a t you are to testify 
about?’ " 
“Yes, sir." 
“Did Leary give you a note for your husband?” 
“YfH, Blr, and I gave my husband the note.” 
“Did he w rite the note in your presence?” 
“No, sir.” 
“How did you carry the note from the jail?” 
“I carried it in my shoes,” 
"Did you give t.he note to your husband?” 
“Yes, sir," 
“How long did you talk to Leary?" 
“B ut a short tim e.” 
“Did you go back to the jail again?" 
“Several tim es.” 
“Did Mike Leary ever sleep in your house?” 
“No, sir,” 
“How did you hear of the wreck?” 
"Geers came over and told my husband. Thev 
were 
in 
the 
house 
for 
some tim e and 
then 
w ent out together. 
Geers 
came be­ 
tween 7 and 8 
o'clock 
in the m orning. 
I heard Mr. Goers say to my husband as I passed 
through the room: 
‘Everything was done up in 
fine shape.’ I have never had any conversation 
w ith Geers since the wreck.” 
Cross-examined. “When Geers said th a t the 
wreck was done up well did you know w'hat wreck 
he referred to?” 
“No, sir.” 
“Has anybody connected w ith the prosecution 
offered you any inducem euts to testily in their 
favor in this trial?” 
“No one has.” 
Mr. A. Z. Bireli was called, and gave some u n ­ 
im portant testim ony. 
Mrs. Patrick was called, and testified that 
Mrs, 
McMilan 
told 
her 
th a t 
she 
had 
destroyed 
the 
bottles, 
and 
th a t 
she 
had gone iu a buggy w ith Mr, 
Delay 
to 
destroy them . She said th a t she could not find 
the particular bottle, so she destroyed all of 
them , •• W henever I have been to Mrs. McMllan's 
house she has talked about Geers and this case,” 
paid Mrs, Patrick. 
Johu W. Wymor took the stand and gave his 
opinion of the track at the tim e of the wreck, 
saying th at he thought it perfectly sate before 
th e wTcck. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Ross W. Dalby 
was put on the st and and gave the same te sti­ 
mony th at was given by him during the early 
part of the tria l 
Michael Clarie was called: He was fam iliar 
w ith 
the 
M issouri 
Pacific 
track 
w'here 
the 
wreck 
had 
occurred, 
ai\ri 
had 
looked at the track several days before the 
wreck .Thought the tra c t was in good condi­ 
tion. 
Several other w itnesses wore put on the stand 
this afternoon who had testified at the begin­ 
ning of the trial. 
The evidence was principally 
regarding the (jondition of the tracks before 
and after the wreck.

Tho occupants of the pit engaged in an awful 
struggle for egress in the narrow aisles. 
Men 
, anil women were deliberately knocked down and 
tram pled upon by those behind them. The pit 
was finally cleared, but a large num ber of the 
I occupants of th at portion of the house were se- 
: riously injured and presented a horrible specta­ 
cle as they reached the streets, 
j 
The occupants of the gallery did not fare so 
well. There was only one narrovv exit from the 
[upper tier, involving the descent ot a rather 
j long ilight of stairs, and here an almost Inde- 
I » oribable scene of terror and slaushter ensued. 
I In a moment the entire passage was blocked, 
those persona who kept their feet beinti sup­ 
ported by a solid mass of prostrate hum anity. 
The shrieks, groans and curses of the im pris­ 
oned and the tram pled, the w ouudedand dying 
were perfectly heartrending, but there was no 
relief, and in a moment scores of men and wo­ 
men wore either suiTocated to death or killed by 
being trodden upon. A tiro escape w.as at last 
brouglit to one of the gallery Avindows. and 
t ’urouirh this medium the pressure was released 
and a great manv persons were lowered to the 
St reel.. 
As soon as the house had been cleared of tho 
living the work of removing the dead was be­ 
gun and sixty bodies were taken out by means 
ot the lire escape. The wounded survivors were 
convoyed to the hospital and their num ber is 
very large. 
The tiro blazed fiercely, lighting up the whole 
city. The scene Inside the theater when the 
fire broke out was an awful one. The tlieater 
hose was brought into use iu a few m inutes, but 
the water had little elTect on the flames. The 
actors and actresses wt re taken from the win­ 
dows with the aid of ladders. They lost every­ 
thing, excei>t what tliey wore at the time. 
Tho fire burned throusrhout the night, and tho 
search for bodies proceed‘d slowly.

cases every shred of ciothinir is burned off and 
the bodies look black and raw.

the flames were extinguished a large force of 
men began searching for bodies. The stairway 
leading to tlie gallery was llterall.v packed with 
bodies, while at the head of the stairs there 
were scores of others, pilrd one on top of 4-he 
other. The unfortunate victim s had rushed to 
the door when the alarm was given, but found 
the stairway blocked and all means of escape 
cut ofT, Iu a short tim e tho flames had readied 
them and they suffered a horrible death. 
There were pitiful scenes In the vicinity of the 
burned theater this morning, as the friends and 
relatives of supposed victim s awaited the re­ 
covery of bodies. In mauy cases fathers and 
moth« rs both perished, and nutu'^rons children 
are thus left w ithout means ot support. Sever­ 
al ot the bodios were burned so that only ahinall 
cinder remained. Tho num ber of persons se­ 
verely injured is slxtv.

Because there was nobody 
sufficiently interested in its welfare to 
carry it to the front in the closing hours of 
the session and demand for it a hearing, 
it was smothered in the rush of bills that 
had ardent and energetic supporters 
to 
take care of them. 
The Knights of Labor committee in its 
memorial to the city council argues that 
the cit}' must possess the same right to con­ 
demn grounds for park purposes as for 
streets. 
However reasonable this hy pothe­ 
sis may ap})ear, it is, unfortuna tely , fa lla ­ 
cious. 
Condemning land for streets and 
condemning land for parks are two very 
different thing s in the discrim inating eye 
of the state law. 
The city cannot buy park lands until a 
specia l provision of the sta tutes has been 
made, permitting such an expenditure. 
But there is no law regulating private 
philanthrophy, or to prevent the purchase 
of land by popular subscription. 
And, 
perhaps, the existing restrictions woxild not 
interfere with the diverting o f property 
now owned by the citj*, from its j>resent 
use to use as a public park. 
The work house grounds are tolerably 
spacious and are not ina ccessible. 
AVhy 
may net the building s be removed to a n­ 
other point and the grounds be imy)roved 
for a park? 
The question is worth con­ 
sideration.

‘•Elma Griftiu, died April IC>, 18 49 , aged 10 
years, 4 months and 0 days.” 
The words were engraved upon a silver plate, 
but there was no coffin under them. 
Mrs. Pur- 
roy, an elderly lady, visiting friends living on 
Clinton avenue, Alameda, but whose homo is in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., looked with an air of mingled 
pride and reverence upon tho carving, for her 
name was once Elma Griftin, and the coffin that 
was made to hold her remains. 
“ On my nineteenth birthday,” she said, “ my 
mother invited a party of acquaintances to our 
house to celebrate the day. 
W'e lived some dis­ 
tance outside of W'illiamsburgh, as it was then, 
and the ground was a little soft and boggy. 
One of my friends rememljered this as she was 
about to start for her homo w’ith her brother, 
and she laughingly congratulated me on being 
housed already and having no occasion to brave 
the swamp, i w’as a %vild young girl in those 
day.^, and I declared at oiice that I would go 
with them and return alone. Everybody pres­ 
ent trieii to dissuade me except thè girl’s 
brother. 
We start<id, and when we reached my 
friend’s house I was conscious that my feet 
were quite W'et, and that a disagreealdo chill 
had crept over me, but I decUneil an invitation 
to go in, and went away at once. 
Of course Kol) 
—the brother, I mean—came with me, and 
somehow 1 forgot the cold and damp as I walked 
home. 
“ I think we must have talked for a long time 
as we stood on my uncle's doorstep, for sud­ 
denly Kob—my escort, I me.an—said: ‘Elma, 
your face is very pale. 
Have I kept you stand­ 
ing hero too long’:'’ He talked t*) me for ton 
minutes after that, and then wished me good­ 
night and left mo. 1 rang tho bell, and when 
my mother opened tho door I told her what I 
might have known an hour sooner, if I had 
given it a thought, that I was really ill. 
She 
hurried me to bed immediately, and* when she 
came to call me the following morning she 
looked very anxious. 
By noon I was delirious, 
but I could hoar tho doctor toll my mother 1 
had tj'phoid fever, and that ho could not hold 
out much hope for my recovery. 
I knew that 
my mother was weeping, but t was always a 
selfish girl and could only cry out: ‘Robert! 
Robert! Whero is Robert':*' and they told me, 
hardly thinking that I hoard them, that Robert 
had been suddenly called upon to start for (-al- 
ifornia early that morning, and had not even 
heard of my illness. 
He sent a letter to me, 
however, but I did not see it until many weeks 
later. 
‘ •1 grew rapidly worse, and gradually tho 
knowlodgo of all outward things passed* from 
mo. 
I fancy that I had a certain consciousness, 
but not of matters around nie. I was in another 
state of being, in which the person acting and 
speaking—always strangely spoakiug—was my­ 
self, and yet not mvaelf. Then camo an utter 
blank, from which i awoke, after nearly three 
weeks of oblivion, to seo my mother and the 
doctor standing by my bedside. 
’J’he doctor 
said the crisis was past, and 1 should probably 
recover, but I did not feel any interest in what 
he wjlfc talking about 
‘‘The quiet days of convalesenco followed, 
and the doct<» r, seeing that I was very weak, 
regarded me seriously, and warned my mother 
that a relapse should be carefully * guarded 
against.

in her sleep at last.

‘T have often wondered since that I did not 
really die of horror at that m<mient, as I real­ 
ized like a lightning flash that they thought I 
w'as dead and had put me into my coffin. They 
were going to bury me! 
I strove hard to 
speak, but the sphinx was not more dumb than 
I. 
I tried to stir, but the rock of Gibraltar 
might have moved as easily. 
‘Must my life be 
smothered out in a grave 'for want of* a little 
speech or action now? ’ I thought, 
“ ‘It is hard, indeed, dear aunt,’ replied 
Mary, ‘but His will l» e done.

T h e C’lia ra ciei* u fC a lh o u .i. 
By.Jefferson Davis. 
In tho early manhood I cnjt)vod tho personal 
acquaintances of i^lr. Calhoun, and perhaps re- 
coive<l especial consideration from the fact that 
as secretary of war, he had ap])ointed me a 
cadot in tho ünitocl States Military Academy, in 
18 45, a.s a member of the house of representa­ 
tives, I frequently ¿ isited Mr. Calhoun, who 
was then a senator, at his residence. 
His con­ 
versation was always instructive and pO(*uliarly 
attractive. 
The groat queation of the day was 
on giving notice to (rrcat Britain of a termina­ 
tion of the joint occupation of Oregon. 
He and 
his colleague, tho brilliant orator, McDuiTe, did 
not fully concur, a« I had occlusion to learn, 
being one of several in a private consultation. 
There was great excitement in tho country, and 
there was believed to be imminent danger of a 
war with Great Britain. 
Under those ‘ircum- 
stances Mr. Calhoun, though in sur 
feeble 
health as to require rest, responded to . he call 
for his services in the senate, aim 'vont ti) 
Washington to labor in tho causo of peace. War 
was to him an evil which only defenae would 
justify. 
That state of the case made him tho 
8dvt)C^ato of the war of 1S12, but, iu 1840, ho 
saw no such justiiication, aud was, therefore, in 
favor of negotiation, by which ho believed war 
could be averted without the surrender of tho 
rights of our country, 
As a senator he was a model of courtosy. 
He 
politely listened to each one who spoke, neither 
reading nor writing when iu his seat, and as 
long as his health permitted was puuctual and 
constant iu his att<indance. 
His correspondence 
was conducted by rising at dawn and writing 
bofore breakfast. 
Issues growiuj' out of tho 
disposal of tho public lands within tho states 
occupied much of tho time iu congress, and for 
this and more important reasons lie proposed, 
on certain conditions, to surrender tho public 
lands to tho new states in which they lay. 
This 
was but another exhibition of his far-x-eachiug 
patriotism and wisdom, as shown in his argu­ 
ment for the measure. 
Always earnest often intense in debate, he was 
never rhetorical, seldom sought tho aid of illus­ 
tration, sim ile or qtiotation, but, concisely aud 
in logical sequence, stated his views like one 
dem onstrating a p roblem , tho truth of which 
was so clear t<.) his mind tJiat he did not doubt 
its accop rauce by all who listened to the p roof. 
Perhap s he was'too little of a p arty man to be­ 
lieve, as the English p arliam entarian did, 
that 
op inions m ight be, but votes never wore changed 
by a sjicech. 
'Wide as was his knowledge, groat as was his 
foresight, reaching toward tho 
domain 
of 
irophecy, his opinions wore little derived from 
jooKS oi* from conversation. 
I>a.ta he gathered 
on every hand, but the conclusions were tho 
elaborations of his brain—as much his own as is 
honev not of the leaf, but of the bag of the hoa 
He paid 
little attonticm to style—probably 
undervalued it; words wero to him merely the 
medium to convey his thoughts, and these 
flowed on unbroked and with the resistless 
power of a mighty mind.

‘•Ijots of them.'rhcy b<;gin by impressing their 
husbands with tho idea that women can buy 
cheaper than men. They gradually bring about 
tho conviction that for a man to attempt to buy 
anything for himself would be for him to reck­ 
lessly throw himself into tho teeth of sharks, 
.After that sho buys him (íí>-cent shirts, that 
don’t lit in the neck, last year’s hats at half 
price and suits that have been reduced from 
$ 1 .■) to 
He is forced to acknowledge that 
ho never liofore paid so little for an outfit, and 
tho wife’s reputation and future position is es­ 
tablished.” 
‘'Is it true that women can buy cheaper? ” 
‘‘No. 
They buy lower priced goods, but no 
cheaper. 
The man ^-hose wife buys his clothes 
is nearly always poorly dressed.

Of *courso there aro ex.-ep- 
tions, but they are rare. 
If you see a man got 
up in a Cheap John fashion,'with baggy trous­ 
ers, a coat that don't fit, with his collar and 
neckband at variance, and undor-sizod cuffs, 
you may guess that his wife dressed him. 
“ It is just tho contrary when aman has a fancy 
for buying his wife’í^ clothes,” tho clerk weiit 
on.

Th“ y 
generally come with a longliHtof things they 
are to buy for thoir wife, who h a s Hent tho lint 
by mail. 
They declnre at once that they wotild 
not know any of the articles by sight or de- 
scrij)tion, so the man and his list are placed in 
charge of ono of the young ladies, who is in- 
strui’ted to give him the best of everything at 
proper prices, and no attempt in any way to lakn 
advantage of his innocenc« i. 
There is ofb'u a 
disposu-um among Bi)rightly young ladies to 
take advantage of a gentiomau left at their 
mercy, unprotected by hi.s wife, and it is nec- 
ess.ary to give tlu‘young lady very careful in­ 
structions.

I'hat distinguish« ;(l Parisienne, Mme. de Val- 
sayre, has been petitioning the French legisla­ 
ture in favor of the emancipation of women 
from petticoats. 
Her case is that petticoats are 
very dangerous, leading to innumerable fatal 
accidents, and that trousers are just as decent, 
more healthv and for less expensive. 
All this 
is very true’ though Ido not suppose that if 
the French were as free as our own country­ 
women are to dress us they like they would 
make flinch use of their liberty. 
The point 
which Mmo. de Valsayre overlooks is that 
trousers do not afford the same scope for deco­ 
ration aj petticoats. 
They cannot bo trimmed 
to any considerable extent, and tho effect of an 
improver or bustle worn under them would be 
absurd.

Few persons believe that a grizzly will attack 
a man before he is himself attacked. 
I was one 
OÍ those dotibting Thomases until two years 
ago, when J wa.s thoroughly convinced by ocu­ 
lar demonstration that some grizzlies at least 
will attempt to make a meal off a man even 
though he may not have harmed them previous­ 
ly, 
We wore hunting iu the Shoshone moun­ 
tains in northern Wyoming. 
I had killed a 
large elk in the morning and on going back to 
the carcass in tho afternoon to sldn it, wo saw 
that Bruin had been there ahead of tis, but had 
ded on our approach. 
Without the least ap­ 
prehension of his return, wo leaned our rilles 
against a tree, about litft}’ feet away and com­ 
menced work. 
There were three of us, but 
only two rifles, Mr, Hoffman, the photographer, 
having left his in camp. 
Ho had ñniahed tak­ 
ing views of the carcass, and were all busily 
engaged in skinning, when,hearing a crashing in 
tho brush, and a series of savage roars aud 
growls, M-e looked up tlio liili, and wero hor­ 
rified to seo three grizzly bears, an old female 
and two cubs, about two-thirds grown, charg- 
ing upon us with all the furv of a pack of 
starving wolves upon a sheepfold. 
Thej' wero between tis and our rifles when 
we first saw them, and we sprang to our horses, 
which were picketed a few yards below, sup- 
posing, of course, that when the bears reached 
the elk carcass they would proceed to eat it, 
and pay no Xurthe attention to us. 
Strange to 
say, it was the cai'cass to which they paid no at­ 
tention. 
They still came after us; we had no 
timo for flight, and could not even release and 
mount our terror-stricken horses. 
Our only 
chance was to fight for our lives, and with one 
accord we all three gray^ed our hunting knived 
and dashod at them. 
We threw our iiats and 
yelled like Comanches, and the savage brutes, 
seeing themselves thus boldly confronted by 
equal numbers, 
stopped, 
raised 
on 
their 
haunches, growled, snapped their jaws for a 
few monients, and then walked sullenly back up 
the hill into the brush. 
Tiiis gave us an oppor­ 
tunity to get hold of our rifles, and then it was 
our turn to charge. 
To make a long story 
short, we killed tho old IV 
i!e and one cub;the 
other escaped into tho juiiglo bofore we cotdd 
get a shot at him. 
Tho resolute front we put on 
alone saved our lives. 
Another Instance of a grizzly making unpro­ 
voked attack upon a man was Vouched for by a 
man whom I knew to be strictly truthful. Two 
brothers wero prospecting iu a range of moun­ 
tains near the head waters of tho Stinking Water 
river. 
The younger of the two, though an 
al)le-bodied man, and capable of doing a good 
day’s work with a pick or shovel, was weak 
minded, and the older brother never alloweil 
him to ga any distance away from camp or their 
work alone. 
He, however, sent him ono even­ 
ing to the spring, a few rods off, to bring a 
kcttlefnl of water. 
The spring waa in a deep 
gorge, and the trail to it wound through some 
fissures in the rock. 
As tho young man passed 
under a shelving rock an immense old female 
grizzly, that had taken up temporary quarters 
there, reached out and struck a powerful blow 
at his head, but fortunately could not reach far 
enough 
to 
do 
him 
any serious 
harm. 
Tho 
blow 
knocked 
his 
hat 
off 
and 
her claws caught 
his scalp and laid 
it 
it open clear across the top of his head in several 
gashes. 
The force of tho blow sent him 
spinning around, and not knowing enough to be 
frightened, ho attacked her savagely with tho 
only weapon he had at hand—the camp kettle. 
The ohler brother heard the rac’iiet, and hastily 
catching up his rifle, found his brother vigoi*- 
otisly belaboring the bear over the head with 
the camp kettle, and tlie bear striking at him 
savage blows, any one of wliich, if she could 
have reached him, would havo torn his head 
from his shoulders. 
Three bullets from the 
rifle, fired in rapid succession, loosened hor 
hold upon tho rocks, and she tumbled lifelessly 
into the trail. Tho poor idiotic boy could not 
even then realize the danger through which ho 
had passed, and could only appease his anger 
by continuing to maul the’ ’uear over the head 
with tho camp kettle for several minutes after 
suo was dead. 


MISERIES OF A MI ND RE.nOER. 


M r. itis h o p F ile* a n A n sw e r to H is W ife ’« 
S u it lo r I> ivorce. 
From th« New York Star. 
Tiie answer of Washington Irving Bishop, 
tho mind roa<ler, to the libel of his wife, Holcn 
Mack Bishop, for divorce, was filed yesterday 
in the clerk’s oflSce of tho supreme court in 
BoHton. 
It is a lively document and promises 
a suit of a most sensational character. 
It will be remembered that when Bishop was 
mystifving New York audiences last wint<‘r his 
wife disappeared unacountably from her home 
in IJostou. Tho mind reader took the press in­ 
to his confidence and made the startling state­ 
ment that some wick'vl persons hail spirited 
away his wife in order to break up his family 
and destroy his peace of mind. 
Tho lady 
turned up in Detroit and intimated that she hacl 
left Bishop’s bed and board for good aud 
snfticient reasons. 
Tho mind reader then wrote a number of 
angiy telegrams'and letters designe<l t<» bring 
hi» wife back to a sense of duty. 
Sholiually re­ 
turned to Bo.'fton, and relatives championed her 
cause. 
Ttiey said ill-natured things about 
Bi.'ihop, and the mind reatler heaped impreca- 
t'ons upon them and sworo tnat he would never 
live with his wife again. 
'J'hcTi he abruptly 
loft the state, but first, to. justify his position, 
he let tho public have some idea about Mrs. 
Bishop’s history and tho circumstances of his 
marriage with her. 
She had formerly been the wife of Thomas J. 
Loiul, a lioston banker, from whom she ob­ 
tained a divorce on tho j^ound of cruelty. 
Mrs. Bishop began suit for divorce against 
hor second husband in May last 
She alleged 
that she was induced, by fraudulent represen­ 
tations, to marry him, and that ho had aban­ 
doned her in the previous 
February, 
She 
mado certain ».‘barges against him that are unlit 
for publication. 
Mr, Bishop in his answer admits that he was 
married to Helen Mack December 4, 188t>. He 
denies that the ceremonv was brought about by 
improper influences on his part 
lie says that 
he left her in February because she refiised to 
surrender several of ¿ is private letters of a very 
delicate nature. 
They were confidential letters 
from very intimate friends. 
Some were from 
his wife 
When ho asked her for them she ex­ 
hibited a violent and unseemly temper. 
Bishop goes on to describe hi« early acquaint­ 
ance with Helen J. Mack, 
Ho first met her in 
(ilasgow in the winter of 1882, 
She was then 
the wife of Thomas J, Ijoud, although she did 
not communicate tho fact to Bishop, 
Believing 
her single ho entei-ed into the marriage contract 
with her aud assumed marital relations while 
she was still the wife of I-oud, 
'J’he defendant 
with his answer files a bill to annul his mar­ 
riage. 
'J'he case will ho tried between the i:? th and 
*j:id of October next 
It will undoubtedly bris­ 
tle with spicy incidents. 
It is said that Bishop 
has in his possession photographs of some in- 
teresting letters his wife once wrote to him. Ho 
photogr.<iphed them together with other letters 
to himself from other interested parties. 
His 
wife had suggested to him to photograph the 
letters from fome of these correspondents 
when a blacivmaihng suit)>va8 brought against 
them. 
Bishop included her epistles to himself 
when he set up his camera. 
His lawyers are 
Colonel (’ampbeil, of Cincinnati, aud Charles H. 
Pattee, of Boston. 
Ho will retain Colonel Bob 
Ingersoll when he returns to the city. 
Bishop says that the letter which appeared in 
a Boston paper over the alleged signature of 
his wife was libelous, and ho threatened to suo 
a New York newspaper which copied tho letter 
for ifslOO,000 damages. 
Ho leaves for Europe 
next week in order to produce proof of the 
Scotch contract of marriage aud to i>rove mar­ 
ried relations. 
He was not married to Mrs. Helen Loud, nee 
Mack, according to forms demanded by Ameri­ 
can law tmtil the winter of ISHti. 
When he en­ 
tered into the Scotch marriage contract Mies 
3iack waa not a free agent, being as before 
stated, the wife of Thomas J. Loiul. 
The question now arises whether in tho light 
of these developments, as alleged in Bishop’s 
aflidavit, the Boston banker will submit to the 
judgment for divorce which was then rendered 
against him. 
If he asks for the setting aside of 
that judgment and should win, the suit of Mrs. 
Bishop for divorce and Bishop’s cross suit both 
fall to the ground, as no legal marriage between 
Bishop and his wife o-xisteiL 
'I’he mind reader seems determined to bring 
matters to a crisis, and ugly developments are 
threatened on both sides.
